This is accounted for on the theory th a t 
the rain Iii falling absorbs some of the 
m oisture of t i e air, and the greater dis­ 
tance it falls the larger will be tho 
bulk of Hie individual drops.

uine. but such a tent With a topaz, is 
liable to injure a valuable stone. 
The test for ban lness is of no avail 
with emeralds, as this stone Is not 
no. Ii harder than quartz and In addi­ 
tion possesses tile quality of cracking 
easily. 
For examining rubles and emeralds 
the optical test is best. 
A glass mag­ 
nifying about loo times suffices, 
Ev­ 
ery expert knows that almost all pre­ 
cious s t o n e s have little flaws. 
Nearly 
every ruby aud all emeralds have 
manx defects, which are s o character­ 
istic that tile genuineness of the stones 
is readily e ta bl I shed. 
Such a test is 
very necessary with rubies, because 
tin* 
Imitations 
are 
very 
deceiving. 
Their color is absolutely durable and 
often lunch finer than that of the gen­ 
uine. although It may be stated that u 
somewhat yellowish tint is always sus­ 
picious. 
Tho only reliable way in which gen­ 
uine rubies can lie told from imitations 
is by die minute air bubbies of tin* lat­ 
ter, which become clearly visible un­ 
der tin* magnifying glass. 
These are 
not to be found in the natural gem. 
On die other band, tin1 Imitations lack 
certain defects characteristic of gen­ 
uine rubies certain vacuums, whose 
outlines are much more indistinct than 
those of (lie air bubbles in imitations. 
True emeralds have similar charac­ 
teristic defects, such as in clos ii res of 
liquids and curious dendrites. 
Sap­ 
phires also fellow peculiar netlike for­ 
mations.
